Faculty Association vofes 
proposed flexibl

The SAC Faculty Association last Monday 
voted to oppose the flexible schedule proposal 
committee for 


drafted by an on-campus 
submission to state authorities. 


The proposal would shorten semesters by 15 
days, eliminate a three-week “lame duck” session 


following Christmas vacation and set up new 
five-week intersession courses between semesters. 

The faculty vote -- 30 percent in favor, 70 
percent opposed -- means that SAC will probably 
not be one of six schools chosen from the 30 that 
submitted pilot programs to the state, according to 
Faculty Association President Hank Waibel. 

Dr. C. Lee Ford, chairman of the committee 
that drafted the proposal, agreed. “| assume that 
the faculty decision will be accepted,” he said. 

Ford added that there is little chance of the 
plan being changed and re-submitted. “With the

The main reason the idea was voted down, 
according to many faculty members, was a wage 
issue. Teachers are paid by the number of units 
taught per year. The new schedule would raise the 
present full-time workload of 30 units, up to 33 
units with no corresponding raise in pay. 

“What the administration wants us to do,” said 
Accounting Instructor Ronald Celotto, “is to 
teach an extra (three-unit) class as part of our 
normal workload. 

Speech Teacher Ken Turknette felt favorably 
toward much of the proposal, but said of the wage 
issue, “I don’t think that (it) would be fair.” 

The faculty pay scale is presently not keeping 
up with the cost of living according to French 
Instructor Neil Benner. 

Another area of dissent was the problem of 
teaching the same amount of material in a shorter

To assume active role as new 


campus asst. athletic director

Head Football Coach Dick Gorrie announced his resignation from 
the SAC coaching staff last week after 12 years on the “gridiron 


hotseat.” 


Gorrie, 49, will continue his full-time PE teaching duties and will 
take over his new position of assistant athletic director this month. 
He will serve in the administrative chain-of-command under Athletic 


Director David Valentine. 


SAC President John E. Johnson, superintendant of the RSCCD 
Board of Trustees, said the football coaching job is now officially 
open and will be filled from a long list of interested candidates by 


mid-January, 1976. 

No prospective applicants have 
been officially announced yet, 
but Johnson says the football 
coaching job will remain an 
extra duty role in addition to 
full-time teaching 
responsibilities. 

According to Gorrie, Dr. 
Johnson preferred him not to be 
in the coaching role while 
working in the athletic director's 
office. Gorrie said he was 
“elated over the prospect of 
working as assistant athletic 
director” where he will help 
supervise and coordinate the 
entire SAC athletic program. 

“This is an opportunity | 
cannot pass up. There comes a 
time in everyone's life when we 
must make a decision about the 
future. | think it is time for me 
to move up in the front office ... 

and help build with new blood 
a new coaching staff to continue 
the traditions of a fine football 
program at Santa Ana College,” 
said Gorrie.

Recent Scholastic Aptitude Tests have revealed 
a decline in scores, claim various authorities. 

The College Entrance Examination Board 
reported that verbal skills among high school 
seniors dropped by 10 points and math ability by 
eight points from 1962 to 1975. 

Also, on a scale of 100, students nationwide 
scored an average of 32. However, California 
seniors seem to rank lowest. On comparable tests 
of language use, this state’s students averaged 18 
percent lower and nine points less in both reading 
and mathematical skills. 

“| think teaching is getting away from basic 
math and english expression and reading skills,” 
said Harold Bateman, associate dean of Admissions 
and Records at SAC. He noted that students are 
no longer required to enroll in basic academic 
courses, and that perhaps teachers are grading 
easier. 

When asked for possible reasons for such 
declines, Frank Black, SAC counselor and testing 
coordinator, said that “a tremendous number of 
people artaking the academic tests.” On Dec. 6, 
Black pointed out, approximately 1,000 students 
will take the SAT. : 

He noted that in previous years test applicants 
consisted of people mainly from upper classes and

they include numerous kinds of students from 
minority, less privileged and academically 
handicapped backgrounds. 

Furthermore, both state colleges and 
universities now accept the SAT for entrance and 
the test “opens doors” for scholarships, added 
Black. 

According to Assistant Superintendent of the 
Santa Ana School District Jack Zullinger, the low 
scores might be attributed to students’ “lack of 
exposure to the reading and writing experience.” 

Such students, he noted, have anxieties about 
learning. “They have emotional hang-ups when 
they're under stress,” he said. 

But the problem may be “idiosyncratic to the 
changing nature of the SAT population,” said 
William Angoff, executive director of the College 
Board Programs Division of the Educational 
Testing Service (ETS). 

In his article “Why the SAT Scores are Going 
Down” (English Journal, March, 1975), Angoff 
observed that seniors in previous years repeated 
the SAT after taking it in their junior year. 

But current students commonly take the test 
once. The gain in scores from junior to senior year 
is usually 15 points, he noted. 

To find the causes for the plummeting 
academic test scores, various groups have gathered

Environmental education

The environment of man comprises far more 
than his physical and biological surroundings. The 
thinking of man certainly affects his total 
environment. His social interactions vitally affect 
his surroundings. His economic condition affects 
his environment, beyond how it affects his 
physical, biological and social interactions. His 
very outlook on life is affected by his economic 
condition and prospects. 

And all the above -- including the physical and 
biological aspects -- are affected by the political 
environment and developments. 

Such being the case, does the environment of 
man constitute an entire education? In a sense, 
yes. We shape and alter our environment 
constantly. No formal education, even for a 
combination of Ph.D., M.D. and L.L.D. degrees by 
themselves, will cover all the significant aspects of 
the environment of man. Formal education alone 
will not provide a satisfactory, a viable answer to 
problems such as the population explosion still 
going on in most of the world. Who is there alive 
who has a viable answer to the food shortage -- any 
kind of food -- or the ravages of malnutrition? 

It has been two years since the oil “embargo.” 
Within two months former President Nixon called 
for “Energy Self-sufficiency by 1980.” Will any of 
you bet on energy self-sufficiency by 1985? We 
are dealing with a combination of resources, 
conservation, checking inflation, degrees of central 
planning which may be “‘socialism” all wrapped up 
in a political/economic/ technological/etc. package 
which seems beyond the means of the Executive 
and/or Congress to unravel.

CIA needs reassessment

The CIA is a clandestine, cloak-and-dagger 
operation. In recent months, the cloak has been 
pulled back by investigative committees to reveal 
the dagger cutting a deadly swath across the world. 
This is a deplorable situation which must be 
rectified to restore the credibility of the United 
States government in foreign policy affairs. But 
the question is, how should it be rectified? 

Last week about 500 students at the University 
of California San Diego campus used the vigilante 
method of attacking a solitary, external symbol of 
the power structure. UC President David Saxon 
was roughed-up and spit on, by students protesting 
his refusal to ban CIA recruiting on the campus. 

The demonstrators then proceeded to disrupt 
an Academic Senate meeting which was addressing 
itself to the resolution of prohibiting further CIA 
activities at UCSD and demanding a full disclosure 
of CIA operations on all UC campuses. 

| can understand and support the students’ 
motives for the protest, but | cannot rationalize 
their modus operendi. The tactics used in 
attacking President Saxon and disrupting the legal 
methods of the institution are exactly the same 
type of reprehensible tactics that the CIA is 
accused of employing (albeit on a smaller scale). 

In this instance, the tactics were directed 
against the university, not against a Third World

for the scientific method. Some facts about the 
pollution of our air and our water are considered.

You will learn 
that new methods of discovery may well extend 
the scope of many of our threatened mineral 
resources. ENERGY is what makes us and the 
wheels go around. The potential for energy is vast, 
but hardly

Using the same methods, but to opposite 
extremes, these diverse philosophies have clashed, 
not directly, but indirectly, with Saxon as the only 
common denominator. 

Karl Marx once stated that the catalyst of social 
change was: Thesis versus Anti-Thesis equals 
Synthesis. This formula is still. valid today. But 
perhaps it is time to come up with a new equation 
for achieving equality. 

Rather than competing head-on for headlines, 
opponents should try a gradual reassessment of 
their views and assimilation of alien thought by 
working together. | propose: Thesis plus 
Anti-Thesis equals Synthesis. It achieves the same 
result, without a violent reaction. Besides, it has a 
lot more class than spitting on your opponent.

Randy Bell has a dream. His ultimate desire 
is to be a Braille teacher for the blind. 
Rosemarie Chavarria wants to get a B.A. degree 
and work for the state as a counselor for the 
blind. 

To you, these people may sound like 
students with dedicated but ordinary 
ambitions, but the motivation behind these 
aspirations isn’t ordinary, it comes from a 
personal understanding acquired by having the 
same disability . . . Rose and Randy are blind. 

Rose believes that in working as a counselor 
she would best understand the problems that 


confront sightless people, especially students.. 


“The only way | would work is if | could 
directly work with the people, that way | can 
totally relate with them.” 

People like Rose and Randy prove that the 
words disabled or handicapped are only labels 
and not conditions in life. 

According to Mary Majors, advisor for the 
Disabled Students Center at SAC (DISSAC), 
the blind students are the most independent of 
all the people she works with at DISSAC. 
“They do feel frustrated though,” she added, 
“when they're called disabled because the word 
generally connotes them as being ill, whereas 
they're as healthy if not more than most of us.” 

“Even though they’re strongly trying to be 
independent there are times when they do have 
problems,” admitted Majors. ‘SAC is an ideally 
landscaped campus for them because the 
buildings are close together. But they do have 
difficulty finding their way when the vacuum

“because a blind person finds his way by the 
vibrations off of buildings and the machines 
throw off their judgments.” 

Stairs usually are another presumed problem 
for blind people, but Rose and Randy said they 
really didn’t have any problems with them. “I 
don’t use the elevator,” said Rose, “that’s more 
for the wheel chairs.” Randy admitted a 
preference for the stairs, “That way | get to 
bump into some pretty girls and it also helps to 
build up the muscles in my legs.” 

One thing that’s very important to many 
blind people in their quest for independence is 
the use of Braille. While the ability to read 
Braille is a substantial key in being 


_ self-sufficient, it isn’t an easily acquired skill. 


Rose is one of the students that has learned 
Braille. “I’ve been studying Braille from the 
time | was five,” she said, “and I’m still 
working on the shorthand.” It has around 530 
symbols. 

Taking notes in longhand is Randy’s. usual 
method. “I do use Braille for outlining, but | 
can't do the shorthand,” he said. 

Both students use tape recorders mainly for 
preparations for finals. So they don’t miss 
anything important. 

For the students that do read Braille there 
can be some obstacles . . . getting books in 
Braille. If the National Association to the 
Visually Handicapped or other agencies don’t 
have a particular text, then the person has to 
have a volunteer put it in Braille and if no 
volunteers are available it can cost over $100 
for one book to be produced.

A growing number of people who find themselves $ 


without a winter sport to participate in are asking# 
themselves this vital question: To ski or not to ski? 
Apparently, many are answering: to ski. 


Just like the bicycle craze of a while back, and the} ; r 
skiing is surging forward andġ 


recent tennis boom, 
upward and downward and sideways and every different 
direction you can imagine. Basically, though, forward. 

Skiing is a sport unlike a lot of sports, in that you are 
competing against yourself, in a real one on one 
match-up. You don’t need a partner to go skiing, 
although being stuck in a cabin in the back woods with 
Raquel Welch might be interesting. 

Skiing’s drawback might be that it is a seasonal sport, 
and its season, for most skiers, is relatively short. Unless 
you can afford to travel out of state, California skiers 
have three to five good months to ski — a good month

meaning rainy down here, snowy up there. 

There was that critical word again, afford. You don’t 
have to be rich to go skiing, but it sure wouldn’t hurt. In 
a talk with the owner of Ski and Sports, Inc. Jeff 
Bowen, he described the different types of gear you 
could buy, and what price range you have to work with. 

“Of course, the cheapest way to do it is to rent skis 
from a shop, wear lots of heavy clothing, and go up for 
one day locally to see if you enjoy it” explained Bowen. 

This process could run about $20, but that includes 


„skis, boots and lift ticket. If it’s your first time up, you 


might need a lesson or two, which can run about $15 for 
a couple of hours worth. Or you can visit a sports center 
and train on an indoor ramp. Cost is roughly the same, 
but the teaching is more individualized. 

If you plan on buying your own skis and boots, you 
might be able to pick up some cheapees for around 
$100. This would mean using your own clothes. If a 
person wants to fly first class, he’s going to have to use 
both his Bank: Americard and Master Charge. 

“We outfit people in just skis, boots, poles and 
bindings,. of top quality, and you can easily spend 
$500,” -Bowen stated. 

“That just starts it,” Bowen continued. “You have to 
get sweaters, ski pants, gloves, hats, goggles, erbs 
(overalls) and you can get very close to $1,000.”

A respected mentor in all coaching circles, 
Gorrie compiled a 50-59 record in his 12 years at 
SAC. 

The Don’s coaching record is remarkable 
considering that SAC’s facilities cannot compete 
with other community colleges. The small 
recruiting area. and the number of high schools 
haven't helped either. Another important factor is 
that SAC has the lowest number of students of 
any college in the South Coast Conference. 


SEASON CONCLUDES 


The Dons finished the season with a 14-7 
victory over Mt. SAC. The win was the first 


Homecoming victory in three years and concluded 
the first successful season in three years for the 
Dons. The victory was Gorrie’s 50th making him 
the second winningest mentor in the history of 
SAC.

“We get about 90 or so a semester, 
and for $20 they get lessons, free use of equipment and 
in-class teaching.” 

Addleman uses an indoor ramp at a local ski shop to 
teach on and the class also takes two field trips to the 
mountains. This year, the class will travel to Mammoth, 
to spend a few days of skiing and teaching.
